Through the years there has been substantial 
reason to have an everlasting respect for the vision 
of Ole Hanson.

Back from the governors’ cunference and the 
meeting of the council of state governments in Chi­ 
cago. Governor Griswold Ind.cates his intention of 
recommending 
to 
the 
legislature 
increases 
in 
monthly unemployment insurance benefits. 
The governor points out that benefits at present 
of $15 a month should be “ upped” to around $18 
to $20 a month. 
The Nebraska Unicameral probably will want 
to give study and thought to the entire program 
of bocial security. Old age assistance has tapered 
off in its demands as a result of employment con­ 
ditions, but before the lapse of another two years, 
the chances are that numbers of eligibles for old 
age assistance, now employed, will be back again. 
Unless steps are taken in this connection now, 
it will be necessary to deal with the problem at a 
special session. 
And, at the same time, notice has been served 
that the pro|x>sal defeated in November to restrict

Restriction upon use of gasoline revenues 
will mean the substitution of some other tax. 


IIV EXPECTATION 


One of the widely-known commentators wrote 
Tuesday that pessimism had settled upon much of 
business in the United States, and that one na­ 
tionally-known 
corporation head, 
expressing a 
widespread viewpoint, spoke of his industry hav­ 
ing accumulated reserves, which, if Dewey had 
won, would have been spent in expectation of 
post-war expansion, but which now will t>e saved 
for taxes and eventualities. 
That is one way of doing it which may back­ 
fire in a surprising manner. 
During the cam­ 
paign, the republican standard bearer and party 
leadership undertook to establish that no individ­ 
ual is indispensable. 
Perhaps, that could have 
been carried to an even more logical conclusion 
that the United States is bigger than any single in­ 
dividual or any political party, and even bigger 
than the interest of any group or class. 


What industry does must be determined by its 
leadership. Naturally, that leadership alone cannot 
insure a stable post-wrar era, but it, labor, the 
citizen and the government all can contribute. The 
same commentator points out the real obstacle 
that has be-deviled the American pfeople. 
It is 
that seemingly it always has run to the extremes. 
Labor has come in for much criticism and in in­ 
dividual instances, seemingly, criticism has been 
justified. 
But the view expressed 
by 
this corporation 
spokesman represents just an equally obnoxious 
attitude. 
The attitude that Labor cannot be criti­ 
cized if management takes up its position that 
because the election did not go the w’ay manage­ 
ment wanted it to, it will “ go on a strike” in 
these exceedingly difficult post-war years ahead. 
That is what the changing plans against expansion 
of industry at the close of the war actually means. 
The only word for it that fits it accurately is 
“ strike.”

Unconsciously, many voters were influenced in 
their final decision by one current little mentioned. 
It was the post-war period which followed World 
war No. 1; an era marked in foreign policy by the 
triumph of isolation, and here at home by domestic 
policies under which business and industry took 
the bit in its teeth and proceeded to run wild. 
The memories of those post-war years cannot 
furnish any happy reflection. They were cruel and 
punishing. 
They saw 
mounting 
unemployment 
until the crisis developed; they ushered in flagrant 
speculation, 
with 
accompanying 
inflation, 
that 
swept away the savings of millions of individuals. 
They were filled with loose practices w’hich ulti­ 
mately presented the American people with the 
greatest crisis they have faced in their history. 
Now that was the extreme of irresponsible finan­ 
cial, business and industrial leadership w’hich the 
more far-sighted, the better element of finance, 
business and industry today would seek to avoid. 


It does no good to rehash these old painful ex­ 
periences. 
If business and industry have not 
learned as a result of them, it never will. The tax 
problem is acute, both for the individual and for 
corporate 
operations. 
It 
needs 
careful 
re­ 
examination, particularly to eliminate what now 
constitutes “ double taxation” of some sources of 
income. 
It needs to recognize that the foundation 
of private enterprise rests upon the profit motive 
and it in turn has been the driving force for ad­ 
venture, invention, energy and thrift. 
It can be 
overdone, to its own great detriment; it can be 
abused until it is killed. 
They represent the ex­ 
tremes. 
But there is too much ahead of this country to 
spend months and years in bitterness, hatred and 
grousing over the results of an election. There has 
been no suggestion from any responsible source 
that the American people were not free to make 
their own choice. 
Rarely have campaigns pro­ 
duced greater discussion, frequently violent and 
intemperable, but, nevertheless, a thorough search­ 
ing of the people’s desires and the people’s will 
that brought unexpectedly large numbers to the 
polls. 
Maybe in high places there still lingers the 
idea the people are wrong and are incapable of 
mustering the wisdom for decision, but if that is 
the case, then let’s stop talking about the Ameri­ 
can way and pick up something wholly foreign 
to it.

WASHINGTON — One 
of 
the 
reasons advanced for the delay in 
holding the big three conference 
is that Stalin insists the meeting 
be held either in Moscow • or at 
some point close to the Soviet 
borders—perhaps Teheran again. 
The Soviet’s No. 1 does feel 
very strongly that he must be at 
the end of a telephone wire which 
will make instant communication 
with Moscow possible. He is ex­ 
tremely reluctant to go to a city 
so distant that his line of com­ 
munication 
with 
the 
Kremlin 
might be interrupted. 
The reason for this, however, is 
not, as some speculation has had 
it, that he is afraid he might be 
superseded by a palace revolt. 
Those who know Russia intimate­ 
ly regard this as an impossibility. 
But as the active director of the 
Russian forces in the field, Stalin 
must be in constant communica­ 
tion with his generals. 


One interesting sidelight on the 
Teheran 
conference 
has 
never 
been disclosed. The 
big three, 
flanked 
by 
their military 
and 
civilian aides, held their meetings 
during the day in the sprawling 
Soviet embassy in Teheran. There 
were several formal dinners at 
which the heads of state made 
speeches and toasted each other. 
No matter how exhausting the 
conference or how late these din­ 
ners lasted, Stalin w’ould after­ 
ward get on the long distance 
phone with Moscow and often 
talk for hours. Sometimes the 
dawn would find him in discus­ 
sion with his subordinates in the 
Kremlin. 
This is the reason Roosevelt 
and Churchill may concede to 
Stalin’s 
wishes 
and 
go 
to 
a 
rendezvous of Stalin’s choosing. 
They recognize that no decision 
can be made in the soviet union 
of any importance that is not ap­ 
proved by the former georgian 
peasant who bears the title of 
marshal. 


The roster of those who will go 
to the next meeting is very similar 
to that of Teheran. The wise and 
gentle counsel of the late Field 
Marshal Sir John Dill will be 
missed. 
His successor, Gen. Sir 
Henry Maitland Wilson, is ex­ 
pected to go in Dill’s place. Wil­ 
son is shortly to arrive in Wash­ 


ington as head of the British joint 
skiff mission. 
General Marshall, A d m i r a l 
King, Harry L. Hopkins, and the 
president’s own chief of staff, 
Admiral William Leahy, will again 
be 
members 
of 
the 
Roosevelt 
party, as will also in all prob­ 
ability the new secretary of state, 
Edward R. Stettinius, jr. Hopkins’ 
wife, the former Louise Macy, is 
just now beginning to recover 
from a serious illness. 
It is \)e~ 
lieved she will be sufficiently re­ 
covered by the time the confer­ 
ence is held so that Hopkins will 
be able to plan a long absence 
without apprehension over her 
condition.

The next conference is expected 
to last considerably longer than 
the one a year ago.

Earlier, at the 
Cairo conference Chiang Kai-Shek 
had also approved the plan, which 
originated with the president. It 
calls for ultimate independence 
for subject peoples under trustees 
representing interested nationali­ 
ties. 


But Churchill would not hear 
this discussed at all. He brushed 
it aside as irrelevant. 
The fact that settlement of such 
issues W’as put off will make it all 
the more difficult to get some sort 
of agreement this time. With vic­ 
tory near, there will seem little 
reason to make concessions. 
Yet Roosevelt can be stubborn. 
Those who are helping him pre­ 
pare for the coming conference 
believe he will insist on agreement 
on the big issues that will shape 
the p>ost-w’ar world, and agree­ 
ment not too far out of line with 
the American position.

dle is bringing suit in the Asso­ 
ciated Press case, their remarks 
are almost unprintable. 
But if you talk to the men who

Today Berge is assistant attorney 
general under Biddle, and today 
they are both prosecuting one of 
the biggest anti-trust cases in his­ 
tory against the railroads. 
Almost Too Liberal, 
Shortly after Biddle came to 
Washington in 19 34, FDR had oc­ 
casion to wish his new man wasn’t 
so liberal. The San Francisco Call- 
Bulletin had fired a newspaper­ 
man, Dean S. Jennings, in viola­ 
tion of the NRA labor code. The 
president wasn’t looking 
for 
a 


tell opposed. And in a joint con­ 
ference, Biddle sided with Littell, 
as he nearly always did. He told 
him to go ahead and try the case. 
Whereupon Littell lost. A Savan­ 
nah jury made the government 
pay not $1,000,000 but $1,378 ,- 
368 .36. The government was out 
over $378 ,000. 
Those are some of 
the 
facts 
which Littell, brilliant but emo­ 
tional, did not make clear in his 
public blasts at his chief, the at­ 
torney general. 
B iddle’s Bl* M lsUke. 
Littell is God’s gift to new’S- 
papermen. 
He loves to try his 
cases in the papers. The shy and 
retiring Biddle doesn’t. 
Neither 
did the cabinet members on whose 
toes 
Littell 
stepped. 
Unfortun­ 
ately, in W’ashington it is some­ 
times necessary to try cases In the 
new’spapers 
and 
step on 
toes. 
Sometimes that is the only way 
you can blast slow’-moving red 
tape. 
Undoubtedly, Littell did a 
great service to his country on 
many things. 
But he made the 
mistake of talking about his cabi­ 
net chief behind his back, some­ 
times in w’ords that w’ere fighting 
terms, 
Biddle waited 
patiently 
until 
after the elections, then asked 
Littell to resign. 
That was his 
big mistake. He should have used 
the Roosevelt technique of getting 
Littell another job. 
Down in South Jersey, Francis 
Biddle has built himself a sum­ 
mer beach cottage where he likes 
to fish and lounge in old clothes. 
He fancies himself a great surf 
fisherman, though he is extremely 
bad. 
He also 
fancies 
himself 
quite a good automobile driver, 
though he is not. 
One day he backed his car off 
the road into the sand and got 
stuck, causing his young nephew 
to remark: 
“ If 
Uncle 
Francis is 
smart 
enough to be Attorney General, 
you’d think he’d have learned 
not to back into that sand.” 
Today Uncle Francis is wishing 
he had not backed into Norman 
Littell.

instated. 
Biddle probably gets his in­ 
stinct of battling for the under­ 
dog partly from the late Justice 
Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, whose 
secretary he 
was; 
partly 
from 
Mrs, Biddle. Biddle has written a 
book on Holmes, soon to be filmed 
in Hollywood. Mrs. Biddle, a well- 
know’n poetess, w’rites under the 
name 
of 
Katherine 
Garrison 
Chapin, one of her poems having 
been set to music for the Philadel­ 
phia Philharmonic orchestra. 
As attorney general, Biddle has 
done a lot of things that made his 
blueblood friends in Philadelphia 
writhe 
in 
anguish—prosecuting 
the insurance companies, seizing 
Montgomery-Ward. bringing more 
anti-trust cases than any other 
attorney general in history. 
But there is one 
thing 
about 
w'hich not many of them know, 
with which they probably w’ould 
agree. Though 
little 
publicized, 
' Biddle’s greatest achievement has 
been in preserving civil liberties 
in w’artime. 
In the last war, the Justice 
Department prosecuted 1,956 cases 
for 
seditious 
utterances. 
Some 
newspapers w’ere shut down. All 
sorts of people were throw’n into 
jail. In the Civil War, Abraham 
Lincoln threw 200,ODD people into 
jail without trial or hearing. But 
in this war, Biddle has prosecuted 
only 18 cases for sedition. And 
no one has been held in jail with­ 
out trial or hearing. 
A lot of people at the beginning 
of the war demanded that Biddle 
prosecute Father Coughlin. But 
B i d d l e refused, contending it 
would arouse religious prejudice 
and appear to be persecution. In­ 
stead. he let the Church silence 
Coughlin. Even the White House 
at one time prodded Biddle be­ 
cause he did not crack down on 
the radio prie^^t. 
The war and navy Departments 
at one time w’anted Congress to 
pass a “ Dora” or Vfen.se of the 
Realm Act similar to England’s, 
under which two members of ^ 
Parliament have been jailed with­ 
out trial. But Biddle has blocked 
such an act here. 
| 
He also bucked the Army re­ 
garding martial law in Hawaii. 
And there you run up against 
the fact that his young Assistant 
Attorney General, Norman Littell, 
now quarreling with him so bit­ 
terly, did exactly the same thing. 
In fact, Littell took the lead in the 
fight for civil law in Hawaii, with 
Biddle’s support. 
Clash Of Personalities 
The inside of this violent clash 
of personalities is that both men 
stand for the same things, but 
Biddle is slower, more cautious, 
believes in winning over his fel­ 
low Cabinet members in the War 
and Navy Departments by per­ 
suasion if possible. But Littell, 
brilliant, 
impatient^ 
belligerent, 
scorns persuasion, Is never hap­ 
pier than when publicly rowing 
with the Army or Navy. 
For instance, the late Secretary 
of the Navy Frank Knox, as hon­ 
est as 
the day 
m long, nearly 
tainted when Littell told congress­ 
men that the 
navy 
had 
per­ 
petrated 
another Teafiot 
Dome 
scandal In leasing Elk Hills to 
Standard Gil of ralifornia. Littell 
was right about the lease not be­ 
ing good policy but it was an hon- 
e.st lease, and there was no "little 
black bag” connected with it, as 
in Harding’s day. 
Frank 
Knox 
never got over this reflection on 
his honesty. 
Again Littell wanted 
to 
con­ 
demn the 
Savannah 
Shipyards 
and 
claims 
that 
“ Tommy 
the 
Cork" Corcoran lobbied with Bid­ 
dle against condemnation. But the 
real fact is that Littell lost money 
for the government in that ca:.e. 
Corcoran had propo.sed a settle­ 
ment 
whereby 
the government 
would pay the shipyard owners 
$1,000,000 for their property. Lit-
